Adaptive Aquatics 
helps kids swim

One hundred fifty disabled stu- 
dents from nine different elemen- 
tary and junior high schools in 
Utah County come to BYU every 
Tuesday and Thursday to partici- 
pate in BYUSA’s Adaptive 
Aquatics program. 

About 70 to 80 students from half 
of the schools come to the pool on 
Tuesday and the others come on 
Thursday, said Michael Thorum, 
23, a junior majoring in mechanical 
engineering and the director of 
Adaptive Aquatics. 

The program has about 115 stu- 
gent volunteers from BYU, Thorum 
said. 

The purpose of the program is to 
give both disabled students and 
volunteers experience working with 
each other. The students learn to 
swim and the volunteers learn val- 
ues of charity and humility, 
Thorum said. 

Michael Green, program director 
of Utah Special Olympics, said, 
“Although we can’t always have 
one volunteer for each swimmer, 
the maximum a volunteer will have 
is two. The volunteers provide 
valuable instruction for the kids.” 

The volunteers teach the students 
basic skills. 
learn breathing skills, how to blow 
bubbles and kick strokes. The older 
students learn the basic swimming 
strokes, Thorum said.

“T’'ve had kids say they can’t swim 
and end up swimming the butterfly 
and winning a meet,” said Casey 
Clark, 20, a junior, majoring in 
horticulture from Boise, Idaho and 
group leader for the program. 

Utah Special Olympics offers a 
six-hour training clinic every 
semester to train the volunteers 
specifically in adaptive aquatics, 
Green said. 

These-volunteers who receive the 
training become group leaders and 
help to supervise the volunteers 
and swimmers. 

“Working with these kids is a 
rewarding experience,” said Anaise 
Francisco, 20, a senior majoring in 
English education from Redondo 
Beach, Calif., and a group leader 
for the program. “You see these 
kids progress. Every little thing is 
the biggest step.” 

“The Adaptive Aquatics program 
has become part of the life skills 
recreation class for Lehi Junior 
High. Because of this program, 80 
percent of the special physical edu- 
cation students at Lehi Junior 
High can control themselves in the 
water,” said Julie Hines, a teacher 
for special P.E. at both Lehi 
Elementary and Lehi Junior High. 

“At the end of April, we will have 
a meet at BYU for all swimmers 
who have participated in the 
Adaptive Aquatics program during 
the year and for other Special 
Olympic swimmers in the area,” 
Green said. 


They swiftly took his advice, and 
proceeded to dissect their disagreements over educa- 
tion, health care, the deficit, trade policy and urban 
woes. 

There were few surprises and surely no knockout 
punches, and little to suggest that the session would 
boost Bush in his effort to overtake Clinton by Nov. 3.

Bush used his closing statement to make a swipe at 
Clinton’s proposed tax hike, and to ask the voters to 
decide who has the “perseverance, the character, the 
integrity, the maturity” to handle a crisis in the Oval 
Office. 

Perot stuck to his outsider’s appeal, saying that if 
the American people want to solve their problems 
“and not talk about it, ’m the one person they ought 
to consider.” 

Clinton closed by speaking to the voters in the audi- 
ence rather than looking into the camera. He criti- 
cized the Republicans’ “trickle down economics” one 
final time, then said, “We’ve got to grow the economy 
by putting people first, real people like you.” 

The three men then shook hands and moved into the 


With last Saturday's 36-24 victory over Fresno State, BYU head coach LaVell 
Edwards moved past John Heisman and into 19th place among the win- 
ningest college football coaches.

sions to cut down on court appeals and to strengthen 
the hand of police officers. He also stressed his sup- 
port for the death penalty. 

On the issue of the economy, Bush called for a bal- 
anced budget amendment to the Constitution, a line 
item veto to permit him to bar individual projects, and 
a plan to allow taxpayers to earmark a portion of their 
taxes to reduce the deficit. 

Perot stepped in with his usual attack on both politi- 
cal parties. He said the nation’s debt would rise by 
$50 million by the time the debate had ended. 

“If they would talk to one another instead of throw- 
ing rocks, I think they’d get a lot done,” he said of the 


two parties. 


An ABC News poll released a few hours before the 
debate suggested Bush had closed the gap on his rival 
in the days since their first debate on Sunday. The 
survey, taken Tuesday and Wednesday, showed 
Clinton with 44 percent support, to 37 percent for 
Bush and 11 percent for Perot. A similar pre-debate 
survey showed Clinton with a 12-point edge. 

A CBS-New York Times survey released on 
Wednesday made it Clinton 47 percent, Bush 34 per- 
cent and Perot 10 percent, unchanged from a survey 
conducted 10 days earlier. 


NCAA Football’s 
Winningest Coaches 
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Russian given 
death sentence 
for multiple 
homicides

ROSTOV-ON-DON, Russia — 
For Lydia Khobotova, the death 
sentence handed down to the 
world’s bloodiest serial killer was 
not enough. 

“Give him to us! Let us have 
him!” she screamed on Thursday as 
a judge sentenced Andrei Chikatilo 
for murdering 52 children and 
women in a series of cannibalistic 
sex crimes. 

Ms. Khobotova’s 10-year-old son 
was one of the former school- 
teacher’s victims. 

She and other mothers tried to 
push past the guards around the 
cage from which Chikatilo watched 
his six-month trial. 

Nina Belovetskaya, whose 12- 
year-old son died at Chikatilo’s 
hands, also had to be restrained. 

“He should be taught a lesson for 
all the horrors he committed!” she 
said. “He should’ve been given to 
us right here in the courtroom. I 
would have done (the execution) 
myself.” 

The 56-year-old grandfather was 
convicted Wednesday of killing and 
mutilating 52 boys, girls and 
women between 1978 and 1990. 
Some of the victims were dismem- 
bered while they were still alive. 

Court-appointed psychiatrists 
had certified Chikatilo as sane. 

He kicked a wooden bench in his 
steel courtroom cage as the sen- 
tence was read in the court in this 
southern Russian city.

Sara Means was initially taken to 
Mountain View Hospital in Payson, 
and was then transferred to the 
University of Utah Medical Center, 
said Annalee Johnson, a Mountain 
View Hospital administrator. She 
said Sara was listed in serious con- 
dition when she was transferred. 

Barton said Young and the 
unnamed female were riding in the 
same car travelling west on 
Highway 189. She said Barton’s car 
crossed into eastbound traffic and 
then struck the car driven by 
Marek. 

Tera and Sara Means were riding 
together and travelling eastbound 
on Highway 6 when their car drift- 
ed into westbound traffic and 
struck the car containing Kinne 
and Johnson, Barton said. She said 
Kinne tried to maneuver away 
from the car, driven by Tera, into 
the emergency lane. 

Kaliszewski was pronounced dead 
on arrival at UVRMC at 8:10 p.m., 
Larsen said.

Barton said the Utah Highway 
Patrol isn’t sure what caused 
Means’ car to drift, although she 
said it’s possible Tera fell asleep.

Akubzhanov said as armed police- 
men pulled the slight, gray-haired 
man out of the cage and led him 
out of the courtroom because of his 
outburst. 

Under Russian law, the death 
sentence would be carried out by a 
single bullet to the back of the 
head. Both the sentence and the 
conviction can be appealed. 

The judge could have sentenced 
Chikatilo to life in prison. 

Although mest of the murders 
took place in and around Rostov, 
Chikatilo’s killing stretched from 
St. Petersburg in the north to 
Tashkent in the east. 

The judge and a two-person jury 
ruled Wednesday that he was 
guilty of killing 21 boys, 14 girls 
and 17 young women in a string of 
murders so revolting that when his 
crimes were recounted on 
Thursday, many in the courtroom 
openly gasped and one woman 
fainted. 

City residents were riveted to the 
proceedings. Hundreds would push 
their way into the courtroom after 
midday recess to look at Chikatilo’s 
cage. 

The case was also sensational 
because of police bungling. Russian 
authorities executed the wrong 
man before arresting Chikatilo in 
November 1990. They arrested 
Chikatilo once in 1984, but 
released him because of inconclu- 
sive blood and semen tests. 
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Roadblocks may counter illegal hunting 


Roadblocks throughout Utah will help law enforcement officials hunt 
for a different type of game during deer season this year. 

Law enforcement officers will try to discourage illegal hunting activi- 
ties this year by setting up a series of roadblocks along the state’s inter- 
state highways, as well as the major canyon areas, to apprehend people 
who are hunting illegally, said Bruce Johnson, law enforcement chief for 
the Utah Division of Wildlife Resources. 

Graig Miya, assistant law enforcement officer for D.W.R., said the road 
blocks will help capture out-of-state criminals who come to Utah to plun- 
der the state’s big game population. 

“Most poachers think they are home free once they hit the pavement 
after leaving the mountain roads, but they are wrong,” Miya said. “Road 
blocks can be located anywhere in the state.” 

Poaching used to be a misdemeanor, but recent changes in the state 
law now make it a felony, he said. 

The Utah Division of Wildlife Resources has established a toll-free 
number for people to report poaching and other illegal hunting activities. 
Call 1 (800) 662-3337 any time to report a wildlife crime. 


Evidence may mean POWs alive in Laos 


WASHINGTON — The letters “USA” and “K” etched into a Laotian 
rice paddy only four years ago could be distress signals from American 
POWs, according to Senate testimony Thursday. 

A top U.S. intelligence official told a Senate committee that the sym- 
bols have not been linked to any unaccounted-for POW. But lawmakers 
who visited the scene and other officials involved in the POW search 
process said the letters were almost certainly manmade and meant to be 
seen from the air. 

The letter “K”is used by Air Force pilots to communicate with rescuers. 

As in past hearings of the Senate Select Committee on POW-MIA 
Affairs, the testimony sparked disagreement among panel members and 
between senators and witnesses over the possibility that American 
POWs may still be alive in Southeast Asia. 


Local cost of living rises 0.6 percent 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Wasatch Front cost of living index rose six- 
tenths of 1 percent in September, ending a one-month decline. 

First Security Bank’s chief economist, Kelly Matthews, said Thursday 
that the local rate of increase compared to a three-tenths of 1 percent 
national hike reported by the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

The Wasatch Front Area Inflation Index, with March 1988 providing a 
baseline “100,” reached 114, compared to 121.2 calculated nationwide for 
the same base month. 

Matthews said local decreases were measured for clothing, health care 
and transportation while increases were recorded for housing, groceries 
and restaurant categories. 

Only the area of utilities remained stable from August to September. 

Area clothing costs fell 3.2 percent, marking the third straight month 
of decline. Nationally, clothing prices dipped 2.4 percent. 


Postmaster ponders 4-day delivery week 


WASHINGTON — Postmaster General Marvin T. Runyon said 
Thursday he backs continuing Saturday deliveries but wonders if home 
delivery could be cut from six to four days a week. 

Runyon said he was not actually proposing such a cutback or even 
ordering a formal cost study of such a move. But he said he had asked 
his staff to consider the possibility as it searches for cost savings. 

His suggestion was to eliminate Tuesday and Thursday mail for home 
deliveries, keeping deliveries on Monday, Wednesday, Friday and 
Saturday. Business deliveries would remain six days a week. 

In separate remarks prepared for delivery to an organization of large 
business mailers, Runyon said he is committed to keeping Saturday 
deliveries because of its popularity with large business mailers. 

“Like many Americans, I wondered if Saturday delivery was neces- 
sary,” Runyon told a committee of the Mailers Council. 

“Many residential customers I met told me, ‘I really don’t need 
Saturday mail delivery. I can wait until.Monday.’ However, I found that,

UVCC ‘internationalizes’ college

International exchange programs 
at Utah Valley Community College 
offer opportunities for students and 
faculty to learn and experience cul- 
tures from countries around the 
world, as well as teach other cul- 
tures the concept and benefits of 
community colleges. 

UVCC’s Center for International 
Studies has been working to inter- 
nationalize the college by sending 
students and faculty abroad as well 
as recruiting foreign students to 
come study at the school, said 
Gustavo Estrada, assistant director 
of international studies at UVCC. 

There are several foreign 
exchange programs tailored to the 
needs of students and faculty, such 
as teaching in a foreign land, tak- 
ing classes or just working. 

Two faculty members and one 
student assistant from UVCC have 


been teaching hospitality/hotel 
management in a local college in 
Kiev, Ukraine for the past two 
months and will continue to rotate 
faculty members as the program 
progresses, Estrada said. 

Malan R. Jackson, director of the 
Center for International Studies at 
UVCC, said UVCC and Kiev 
College of Hotel Management have 
combined their programs to create 
joint venture campuses where the 
student can attend both campuses: 
and in two years receive two 
degrees, one from each campus. 

Last April UVCC organized a con- 
ference where 20 college and uni- 
versity presidents from China 
stayed in Utah for 2 1/2 weeks to 
study the different aspects and 
benefits of community colleges, and 
in turn the Chinese government 
hosted 20 U.S. college presidents in 
China last summer.

U.S. Forest Service 
urges campers, hikers 
to ‘Leave No Trace!’ 


Editor’s note: This is the last in a 
three-part series of articles about 
archaeological digs in the High 
Uinta Wilderness.

Wilderness survival used to be 
the ability of man to survive in the 
wilderness. Now it’s the wilderness’ 
capability to survive the effects of 
man. 

The Forest Service has guidelines 
for people to follow so they can 
enjoy the beauty of nature and so 
others can enjoy that beauty after- 
ward. 

Dr. Bryon N. Loosle, Forest 
Archaeologist for the Ashley 
National Forest, said, “There was 
no wilderness ethic. It’s like people 
thought ‘I’ve used it so I won’t 
leave it like I found it for the next 
person. Who cares about the next 
person who wants to see it?” 

Often the areas that have been 
set apart for man’s enjoyment are 
destroyed. 

The Forest Service encourages 
campers and visitors to embrace an 
outdoor ethic called ‘Leave No 
Trace!’ People should make it hard 
for others to see or hear them and 


they should leave no trace of their | 


visit. 

ePlan for all possible emergen- 
cies, even if you are just going for a 
«day."The weather in high altitudes 


altitudes and it changes rapidly. A 
highly visible vest (‘fluorescent’ 
orange or red) should be taken for 
rescue, in case you become lost. — 
¢Repack food to remove glass and 
aluminum packages. These packing 
materials do not burn. If you pack 
it in, pack it out. Never bury trash 
because animals will digit up. 

During an U.S. Forest Service 
archaeological expedition in the 
High Uinta Wilderness, I found 
reminders of man everywhere I 
went. Fishing tackle, food wrappers 
and cans were strewn everywhere. 

People had not erased the signs of 
their camps. In one abandoned 
camp we discovered, campers had 
left dirty socks drying on trees, sev- 
eral buckets and a pot. 

¢Plan to travel with fewer than 8- 
10 people. Walk in a single file to 
minimize environmental impact. 
Don’t mark or blaze your route. 
These practices add. to erosion and 
leave damage. 

°Carry a lightweight backpacking 
stove. If you are using a campfire, 
build it on sandy or hard ground. 
Wildfire can easily start from 
campfires built on forest debris or 
under trees. 

Burn only dead wood. Avoid 
encircling a fire with rocks because 
the smoke will blacken the rocks. 
Never leave a fire unattended. 

¢Make sure a fire is out by soak- 
ing it with water and stirring the 
coals. If the coals are cold to the 
touch, the fire is out. Don’t assume 
a fire will burn itself out. 

¢Select a campsite 200 feet or 


more from trails, lakes, streams | 


and wet meadows. Before leaving 
camp, replace rocks and scatter 
leaves around the campsite. 

¢Water can become polluted from 
the runoff of soaps, food waste and 
human waste. 

Scrape burnable food scraps into 
the campfire and wash at least 50 
feet away from your camp and any 
water source. Use only biodegrad- 
able soaps. 

eBury human waste and fish 


entrails. Make a hole at least six 
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inches deep and 200 feet away from 
camp, trails and water sources. 


¢Picking flowers and hacking 
trees disturbs the natural ecosys- 
tem. Take nothing but pictures. If 
you find a historic site, do not dis- 
turb it in any way. 


°‘Treat public land as you would 
your own property and encourage 
others to do the same. 

If all of us will adopt the ‘Leave 
No Trace!’ outdoor ethic, Mother 
Nature’s beauty will be left after 
our visit for someone else to enjoy.
